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Your 2-Way Universal Crossover Network 
lets you get the best sound from your sound 
system by splitting the fuii audio range into 
two smaiier ranges. High frequencies are 
sent to the tweeter and iow frequencies are 
sent to the woofer. Since each speaker oniy 
receives the frequencies that it handies best, 
overali sound quaiity improves. 

The crossover network has three seiectabie 
crossover frequencies: 2000, 2500, and 
4000 Hz (abbreviated 2K, 2.5K, and 4K). The 
dividing networks are carefuliy designed to 
provide smooth crossover among speakers 
(with standard 6 dB/octave attenuation) so 
the specific frequency ranges that each 
speaker receives preciseiy match its capabii- 
ities. Experiment to find the proper crossover 
frequency for your woofer and tweeter. 

Notes: 

• This crossover network uses a common 
grounding system and is oniy compati- 
bie with components that aiso operate 
using a common grounding system. 

• This crossover network can handie up to 
100 watts of audio power (maximum 
music power). 

• The roli off crossover point may vary 
depends on the different speaker imped- 
ance. It is -6 dB for 4 ohm speakers and 
-3 dB for 8 ohm speakers. 

CONNECTIONS 

Caution: Improper connections can dam- 
age your crossover network and other com- 
ponents in your system. Before you instaii 
your crossover network, read ail the installa- 


tion instructions in this owner’s manual and 
follow them carefully. 

1. Temporarily mount the crossover net- 
work in the selected location so you can 
determine the correct lead length. Use 
sheet metal or wood screws to mount 
the crossover to the inside of the 
speaker enclosure. Remove the cross- 
over to make the connections. 

Notes: 

• Take care to avoid creating air leaks 
in the enclosure when installing your 
crossover network. 

• Be sure to correctly match the input 
and output connections’ polarity (left 
output to left input, and right output to 
right input). 

• When making connections, carefully 
remove insulation from the ends of 
the wires and solder the wires to the 
appropriate terminals. 

2. Connect the -i- side of the tweeter ter- 
minals to either the 2K, 2.5K, or 4K 
terminal of the tweeter, depending on 
the crossover frequency desired and 
connect the - side of the tweeter ter- 
minals to the other COM terminal. 

3. Connect the -i- side of the woofer termi- 
nal to either the 2K, 2.5K, or 4K terminal 
of the woofer, depending on the cross- 
over frequency desired and connect the 
- side of the woofer terminals to the 
other COM terminal. 
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Make sure all wires are connected properly and well soldered. Be sure no stray wire strands 
(or solder) touch between adjacent terminals. 

4. Connect the input terminals of the crossover network to a binding post, terminal strip or jack 
on the back of the speaker enclosure. Then connect wires from your ampllfler/recelver to 
these points (or jack); be sure to match polarities (left output to left Input and right output to 
right input) between these terminals and your ampllfler/receiver. 

5. Mount the crossover In the selected location. 

CARE 

Keep the network dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the network only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle the network carefully; do not drop It. 

Modifying or tampering with the network’s components can cause a malfunction and might Invali- 
date its warranty. If your network is not performing as it should, take It to your local RadioShack 
store for assistance.
